ALSACE-LORRAINE TO BE

Reuter learns, from a Czech source, that the 
following were the terms of the agreement 
reached last month, between Count “Hertling 
and Count Czernin, as the result of powrparlers 
between the Central Empires :— 

1. Austria-Hungary binds herself to support 
the German point of view as regards—(q) the 
question of Alsace-Lorraine, namely, Alsace- 
Lorraine to remain under German rule; all 
eventual changes in the relations between 
Alsace-Lorraine and Germany to be decided by 
Germany alone. (>) The German Colonies are 
to be returned to Germany. Only on this con- 
dition could she consent to evacuate Belgium 
and the occupied districts of France 

2. Germany binds herself to support the fol- 
lowing Austro-Hungarian interests :—(a) The in- 
tegrity of Austro-Hungarian territory. er- 
many will strive’ with all means in her power 
to oppose the dismemberment or reduciion of 
the territory of the Dual Monarchy. (h) As re- 
gards the rights of nationalities——-Czechs, 
Southern Slavs, etc.—in accordance with the 
aspirations of the Austro-Hungarian Govern- 
ment, no rights will be granted to nationalities, 


| except in a lawful way, and on condition that 


the advantages granted will not allow them to 

arate from the Monarchy. (-) As regards
